A RHETORICAL TRIUMPH. 


Sheridan’s Speech In Connection With 
the Hastings Trial. 

Answering a correspondent who ask. 
ed about the speech of Sheridan in con- 
nection with the Warren Hastings 
trial, the London News says: 

“That immense oratorical triumph 
was certainly not reported in the notes 
in question, for the Oude speech was 
not delivered during the trial. Sheri- 
dan pronounced it in the house of com- 
mons in the year before the trial in 
moving that the Oude charge should 
be one of the articles of the impeach- 
ment. | 

“No speech recorded in our history 
ever had such a reception. The entire 
house ané-all in the -galleries violwtetr 
the traditions of parliament and set a 
precedent that remains unfollowed by. 
clapping furiously and continuously. 
Pitt, fully conscious of the extraor- 
dinary state of excitement disclosed by 
this breach of decorum, moved the ad- 
journment on the unparalleled ground 
that ‘the minds of members were too 
agitated to discuss the question with 
coolness and judicially.” Sheridan bad 
spoken for five hours and forty min- 
utes. No full report of the speech 
exists. The best appeared in the Lon. 
don Chronicle for Feb. 8, 1787. ' 

“The fame of the speech was such 
that when the trial came on £50 was 
gladly paid for a seat in the hall on 
the day of Sheridan’s speech as a 
manager of the impeachment. Macau- 
lay’s account of that speech, which is 
both misleading and inaccurate in sev- 


‘eral respects, at least permits us to 


know the fact that the speaker was 
publicly embraced by Burke on resum- 
ing his seat. At a later stage in the 
trial—six years later, In fact—Sheridan 
delivered another speech which was 
described by one of the auditors as an 
extraordinary rhetorica) triumph.”

Moreover, unlike 
professional human starvers, his long 
periods of abstinence have no _per- 
ceptible effect on his girth or temper. 

he keepers have long since given 
up wortying over the eccentricities 
of his appetite. His meal, when he 
takes one, is a live goat—for the py- 
thon will not eat dead food—and once 
every three or four months a goat 
is put into his cage, in order to see 
if he is hu . More often than not 
the goat spends a pleasant half-hour 
in the cage, after which he is taken 
out, and never knows the danger he 
has been in. 

Good-Bye Billy. 

_ The custom of putting live goats 
into the cage is quite free from any 
rhe Weep of cruelty. If the goat is 
to sacrificed, its death is as sud- 
den as it could be by human agency. 
The little flat h of the python 


starts swiftly upwards; there is a 
sudden, awful whirl of the great. 
glittering body, and the goat is 


mangled to death before there is time 
for it to experience anything in the 
nature of terror. The subsequent 
preparation and swallowing of the 
meal is, of course, a fonger process 
Visitors are not permitted to see any 
of the snakes or pythons fed. 

It may not be generally known that 
the larger snakes, in swallowing 
their food, dislocate some of the bones 
in the throat. Owing to the forma- 
tion of the throat, once the snake 
starts swallowing he must continue 
to the bitter end, however large the 
object upon which he has rashlv be. 
gun. This has been the cause of the 
loss of several valuable snakes in the 
reptile-house. 

Wool Go2zs Down. 

Formerly it was the custom in the 
cold weather to cover up the snakes 
at night with blankets. But it was 
found on several occasions that a 
snake, attacked by hunger in the 
night, started on the corner of his 
blanket, and had perforce to contjnue. 
In the morning the keeper found a 
dilated snake and no blanket. Al- 
though the digestion of the serpent 
is equal to most things, it was found 
that the loss of a blanket generally 
entailed the loss of a snake, so the 
blankets are now disgontinued. 

Cinch For Big\ Snakes. 

The same unfortunate swallowing 
difficulty has befo w ‘been the 
cause of one snake eaing another. 
Two of them would start on ppposite 
ends of a piecé of.food. When they 
met in the middle they were, unfor- 
tunately, unable to stop, and one 
snake had to disappear inside the 
other. Sometimes the smaller snake 
swallowed the larger. 

It would be interesting to know 
whether it is customary among 
snakes to settle who shall be swallow- 
ed by arbitration, or whether the vic- 
tory goes to the strong. } 

The dismay of the keeper may be 
imagined to find, on visiting the cage 
in the morning, one well-fed-looking 
snake, with the reptile equivalent to 

smile on his face, and vo sign of 
his companion. 


Spanish Police Source. 


There is no truth whatsoever in the 
story according to which Alfonso 
SII. has intrusted Inspector Arrow, 
one of the heads of the detective de- 
partment of Scotland Yard in Lon- 
don, with the reorganization of the 
Spanish detective police. It is perfect- 
ly true that Inspector Arrow has re- 
tired from the service of the Metro- 
politan police in England and has 
gone to Spain. He has taken service, 
however, not at Madrid but at Bar- 
celona, where he is now employed at 
a salary of $6,000 a year by an asso- 
ciation of the leading merchants of 
the place. Barcelona, besides being 
the most important commercial centre 
and busiest seaport of the peninsula, 
im one word, the Liverpool or New 
York of Spain, is likewise a nest of 
crime which the municipal and state 
police seem powerless to hold in 
check. The outrages of one kind and 
another which are so constantly oc 
curring there have begun to affect the 
prosperity of the city, and that is why 
the leading merchants have formed anv 
organization for the purpose of not 
only protecting themselves and their 
interests but likewise with the object 
of driving the criminal Dopelesion 
from the city. The news will prove 
somewhat of a disappointment to 
those who had looked forward to a 
reorganization of the Government po- 
lice at Madrid, which furnished such 
e striking demonstration of its ineffi- 
ciency at the time of the tragedy 
which marred the wedding of the 
King and Queen of Spain last year.

It was instituted by Royal 
Warrant on January 9, 1856, as a re- 
ward of gallantry for all ranks, and 
the first presentation (of sixty-two 
crosses) was made by the late Queen 
Victoria in person on Friday, June 
| 26, 1867. It is in the shape of a Mal- 
tese cross, and is made to this day 
out of metal from old Russian cannon 
captured at Sebastopol.

The Wonderful Ability of Swine to Live

Very few people have any idea of 
how long swine can live witbout food, 
although much has been said about the 
quantity they can consume.

Disappeared In 1904. 

Hentehel suddenly disappeared on 
May 24, 1904, and not the least trace 
of him could be found. Crime was 
suspected, but the police abandoned 
their investigations without finding 
the least clue. 

A few days ago Niederhofer attempt 
ed to sell to a jeweler several grtintes 
of value which formerly belonged to 
Hentchel, and, 1. it happened, the 
jeweler remembered that they corres- 
ponded with particulars circulated by 
the police describing articles of jew- 
elry which Hentchel commonly wore. 
There included diamond rings and an 
extremely -expensive bracelet. The 
jeweler immediately communicated 
with the police, and detained young 
Niederhofer until they arrived to ar- 
rest him. 

Publication of the news of Nieder- 
hofer’s arrest brought other puspicious 
circumstances to fight. A former em. 
ploye at the Niederhofer circus in- 
formed the police that David Nieder 
hofer ordered him about three years 
ago to dig a deep hole in waste land 
adjoining the circus. He had no idea 
for what object the hole was dug, 
but offered to show the police where 
the hole was made. 

The Body Found. 

Excavations on the waste land be- 
gan early one morning, and continued 
all day without success. When they 
were resumed next morning, young 
Niederhofer was brought to watch the 


work, handcuffed and fettered, be- 
tween two policemen. 
After some time Hentchel’s 


body was recovered, amid the intense 
excitement of all present. Niederhofer 
trembled violently, and was quite un- 
able to overcome his agitation. He 
was then taken back to prison. 


From the Depths. 


After many attempts the sea has 
been made to disgorge part of a gold- 
en hoard which had lain in its keep- 
ing since a terrible shipwreck more 
than four years ago. This catastrophe 
occurred between Sydney and Auck- 
land, N.Z., when the Elingamite, a 
passenger steamer, bearing between 
100 and 200 passengers, and £17,300 
in specie, went down on some danger- 
ous rocks called the Three Kings. The 
majority of the passengers and crew 
were saved, but the sufferings of some 
br wee cere oo on a raft, and 
subsequently pic up by a passin, 
steamer, read like the foniniios oat 

, of a story-book, many going mad from 
thirst and plunging into the sea. 

Needless to say, the recovery of the 

, Specie has been a subject of no little 
thought, and several attempts were 
made to get possession of it. The first 
lot of treasure hunters could not 
locate the Elingnumite; the second 
succeeded in locating the wreck; but, 
owing to the accompanying diver’s 
unwillingness to descend, the expedi- 
tion was abandoned. 
A third expedition from Wellington, 
Z., was more elaborately organiz- 
ed. But, owing to bad weather, the 
difficulties of diving were very great, 
and, finally, the party returned to 
Wellington to await the summer and 
, calmer meteorological conditions. 
While waiting news came that an 
‘ American syndicate was on the saine 
, errand bent, and that they meant to 
use scientific operations to assist 
them. At once the Wellington party 
set out forthe wreck, and the diver’s 
report was a very disconcerting one. 
The ship had been shattered by ex- 
plosives, no portion of the wreck was 
; more than 8ft. above the rock, and the 
bullion had vanished, it being the 
diver’s opinion that the cases had 
boen swept off the shelving rock into 
the sea. 

Then a fifth expedition was made by 
a syndicate from Aratapu, N.Z., with 
the result that they report the re 
covery of 1,500 sovereigns from the 


wreck.

BROTHERHOOD OF 8ST. ANDREW The impression prevails in Burope 


The Brotherhood of St. Andrew is an 
organization of men in the Anglican 
co.nmunion, the sole purpuse of which 
is, in the words of the constitution, 
“the spread of Christ's kingdom 
among men, especially young me-.' 
The simplicity of the object and the 
simplicity of the rules have always 
been the strength of the order. The 
two rules of the Brotherh are, first 
ly, of Prayer, namely, “To \pray daily 
for the spread of Christ's Singdom 
among men, especially young men, and 
for God's blessing upon the labors of 
the Brotherhood’’; sevondly, of Ser. 
vice, namely, “To make at least one 
earnest effort each week to lead some 


man nearer to Christ through His| 
church.” 

The Brotherhood was formed in 
Tecognition of the fact ‘that every 


Christian man is plédged to devote his 
life to the extension of the kingdom 
of Christ on earth. It is composed of 
meu who are understood to have ac- 
knowledged this responsibility as rest- 
ing on themselves, and who are ready 
t» strive, like St: Andrew, to. brin 
their brother to the knowledge o 
Jesus Christ. This is the fundamental 
principle upon which the Brotherhood 
has been established and developed. 
The growth of the Brotherhood has 
been phenomenal. From. a small be- 
ginning in St. James church, Chicago, 
some twenty years ago, \t has increased 


to nearly every land in which the 
Angli:an communion is represented. 
Canada, the United States, the West 


Indies, England, Scotland, Ireland and 
Japan and other places have strong 
centres of Brotherhood activities, the 
United States branch alone comprising 
15,000 members, and employing five 
travelling secretaries. 

The Brotherhood in Canada has at 
the present time two travelling secre- 
taries in the field, one for e west 
and the other working in the east. 
Since the appointment of these men 
the Brotherhood has grown from 115 
chapters in 1902, with a membershi of 
880, to a present 326 chapters with a 
membership of 3,000. The object is 
not so much to increase its member- 
ship as it is to surround each of the 
clergy with a band of ten or twenty 
men pledged to prayer and service for 
the extension of Christ’s kingdom.

This is one of the many instances 
where an ounce of prevention is worth 
@ pound of cure. There are kitchens 
to which the plumber’s visit is almost 
as rare as a blue moon, and with a 
fairly modern system of drainage and 
a little care their number might easily 
increase and multiply. 

Bink stoppage is usually caused by 
grease, sometimes by coffee grounds 
and in ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 
dred by carelessness. See that your 
plates are scraped free from grease 
and scraps before they go into the 
dish pan. Insist that coffee grounds 
shall find thelr way into the garbage 
ean rather than the sink. Keep a 
email, stiff scrubbing brush and an iron 
sink scraper with a rubber edge near 
at hand and enforce their use after 
each dishwashing time. 

If these few simple rules are obeyed, 
if none of the greasy water in which 
vegetables have been cooke. gravies 
or other greasy liquids are poured into 
the sink—and it is not the place for | 
them-if the pipes are scak'ed daily 
with clean wa and pleaty of com- 
mon washing soda, you run very little 
‘Fisk of stoppage.

The one thing to be avoided is a clut- 
ter of small things—too many bottles 
and boxes on the shelves and tables, a 
number of rumpled towels and, above 
all, a rack of clothes hung up to dry. 
The nickel plate should be kept shin- 
ing with constant polishing and the 
white porcelain, tiles and enamel im- 
maculate. The nickel quickly collects 
the green oxide, and the white enamel 
takes on a peculiar yellow stain if neg- 
lected. Any one who has attempted to 
correct the results of this neglect in 
either case has found her task a diffi- 
cult one and if the neglect has con- 
tinued too long almost an impossible 
one. With daily care, soap and water, 
combined with vigorous scrubbing and 
rubbing, are quite sufficient. A gritty 
soap should not be used on either the 
nickel or the enamel.—Harper’s Bazar. 


Spots on Tablecloths. 

The best way to remove any sort of 
a spot from a tablecloth is to place a 
bowl under the spot and draw the 
cloth over it so there is a little dip in 
the center. Then pour boiling hot wa- 
ter over it, and it will be found when 
the spot is dry that the stain has en- 
tirely disappeared. This is an excedl- 
lent way to remove a spot after the ta- 
ble is all set, for by pushing a plate 
underneath the stain can be removed 
without difficulty with the boiling wa- 
ter, and by pressing and smoothing it 
afterward with a dry napkin there will 
be no trace of it by the time the lunch- 
eon or dinner is ready. 


Hiding the Radiator. 

An unsightly steam radiator bas been 
thoroughly eliminated and disguised 
by putting an ordinary shelf on iron 
braces about a foot above it and hang- 
ing a curtain in front. The top of the 
shelf is covered with denim or burlap, 
and curtains are tacked at each end 
that hang straight to the floor. The 
curtain across the front is hung from 
a slender brass rod and may be pulled 
to one side wher more heat is needed. 
The shelf extends some distance be- 
yond the ends of the heater and is used 
for books and pretty bits of china. 


Mending Mackintoshes. 

An excellent mending cement for 
mackintoshes is made by dissolving 
some shreds of pure indja rubber in 
benzine, which will form a stiff paste. 
Spread the injured part of the mack- 
intosh on something flat, apply a little 
of the paste to the part to be mended 
and leave until the cement is harden- 
ed. This may also be very satisfac- 
torily employed in mending rubber 
gloves. 


Oiling Floors. 

When oiling floors, uge a woolen cloth 
rather than a brush. If the oil is thor- 
ougbly rubbed in with the cloth, the 
result will be much more satisfactory 
than when put on with a brush. The 
same is true in staining floors, and in 
this case the stain should be rubbed 
into the wood with one cloth and then 
rubbed off with another. 

Rusty Old Oak. 

Old oak that has been neglected 
should be washed in warm beer; then, 
when dry, wash it again all over with 
a soft brush with the following mix- 
ture: One quart of beer, in which has 
been boiled a piece of beeswax the size 
of a walnut, and a tablespoonful of 
sugar. Leave this to dry, then polish 
with a soft cloth. 


Trays In Drawers. 

e finds herself confronted with 
rawers in which many things 
must kept smooth, inserting trays as 
in a trunk is a good idea. If tape 
hangers are sewed at either end, the 
tray is easily removed when wishing 
to get at things beneath. 


It is a good plan to tack a piece of 
white oilcloth on the wall back of the 
kitchen tables, as otherwise it will 
soon become discolored and greasy, a 
result that is almost unavoidable. 


When linoleum begins to show wear, 
paint the surface with a good quality 
floor varnish and allow it a longer time 
to dry than would be necessary for 
wooden boards.

Alberta Oats Too Heavy. 


Alberta millers and grain men have 
received the following circulars from the 
local agents of the C. P. R. giving in- 
structious from the generel superintend- 
ent of the western division reyarding oat 
shipment: 

“It is found that our box cars are being 
overloaded with oats on account of Al- 
berta oats averaging 42 lbs. per bushel 
as against 34 lbs. the standard weight. 
In order to overcome this please instruct 
shippers of oats from your station or out 
lying territory that oats must be loaded 
to a point half way between the barley 
and oat line in our box cars, and you 
will figure weight of oats at 42 lbs. per 
bushel, and en this basis see that cars 
are pot loaded beyond the authorized 
capacity.” 

It is certainly a high tribute to the 
quality of Alberta oats when the railway 
companies find their cars breaking down 
under its weight and must give it a class- 
ification by itself in marking cars for 
loading. And our readers will please 
bear ip wind that this refers to that very 
same oats which the croakers keep tel 
ling the world is not and cannot be 
raised in Alberta.
